1, The following paragr aph ia an ex cerpt from the monthly 
letter from, the Chief of 3B*se§£^^^^H| to the Director: 

“We are currently engaged in discussions with a rep- 
resentative of the Comptroller • s Office free ifeadquarters, 
in regard to an increasing workload of administrat ive 
detail which is being placed on Our 

position, which we have advanced ratne^vigorouaiy, is 
that it is not in the over-all interests of KUBARK to 
accept in the field any more logistic or financial 
accounting procedures if they will require the services 
of sdditlonal personnel, lie feel that eootplicated pro- 
cedures, such as the detailed reconciliation of supply 
and fina nci al records, cannot economically be performed 
in the field, particularly in a situation where the pros- 
pect must inevitably be one of reduction ia the number of 
personnel stationed here. Under these circumstances, we 
believe that any additional administrative burdens must 
be weighed against the facilities available to accomplish 
them and the probable value to KUBARK of the results 
obtained. We feel strongly that any available slot® must 
be utilised for operations and not for Headquarters- type 
administrative procedures."
